Ederday I did again examine the Woman from whom 
the Baoch caaie, as alfo her Daughter^ and Ser- 
vant that attt^ndcd her when it vvas ejected ^ and they ail 
aSrm thar the Chamber-Pot ukd was a White glazed 
one, and very clean 5 and the Woman tells me ftie fenE* 
bly {tit it when it came away, and that a Tumour which 
ffie felt in one fide of her Belly, did thereupon va- 
nidi. Thar ever Cmc^^ which is eight Months^ (lie hath 
httn uamckftcd with thofe Torments, and other Symp- 
tomes which feized her frequently before^ as 1 related in 
my laft : only now and then fome fmall Pains happen 
about her Loins 5 and fometimes flie brings off Mucilage 
in her Qrine. 

1 am not verf credulous, nor did I foon believe it 
pQltible for Hair to pafs throngh thofe impervious ways, 
by which the Urine is conveyed to the Kidneys, &c. and 
m natural Clftero. But when I confidered all the Cir» 
cumftances, and bow frequently things unaccountable 
happen, the truth of which we are well alTured, and 
tkat many like this, and fome more ftrange are related 
by Authors of the bell: Credit, and many as furprizing 
(perhaps much more fo) have occurred to me within 
t few Years in this Country ; I make no doubt of its 
tirutb> 
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The Authors and Stories are numerous. Dlemerbroeck 
Anat.lik !• c. 1 7. mentions divers of his own Kno\v- 
ledge, and many more from Plutarch^ Langiusj A'ex. Be- 
mdi&Hs., J. M. Hejfmsy J. Alexandrimis^ N. Florentinu^, 
P. Pigr^HS^ and others, That Needles, Lumps of Far, 
Iron Keys, Roots, Seeds, Nails^ 6^c. hav^ come off in 
Urine. To thefe may be added J ho. BarthoUmu, Ach 
Med. Vol. 2. Ohf. 125. Vol. 3. Obf. 62. VoL 5. Obf 57. 
70. As alfo in his Tn de 'Laii. Thoracr Cap. 6, 9. Fubr.: 
Hildams^Cent. $. Obf 51. who write of Pins, dv. caft 
off by Urine. But our Country-Man Dr. Farfax, writes 
of one moreftrange; A Leaden^ bullet i^waWowcd by a 
Woman for the Chclick, was pifs'd off fome Tears after* 
ward, incruftated with a gravelly, gritty , and ftony Ac- 
crefion. The Story is publiQied by Mr. Oldenburgh^ PL 
Tr. No. 40. to which I refer. 

About twenty Years fince I was a0ured by a Phyfiiian 
pradiling in the Weft Part of Cornwall, that he knew a 
Woman that pifs'd out a fmall Plumb-Stane. But there 
happenM at Loo in the fame County, about 1 6 Years ago, 
a more furprizing Accident of that fort, which { liere 
fet you down as I had it from the Pen of the Phy(ician> 
concerned, who is alive, and the Truth of it well known- 
in and about the Town where it happened.

* 50^ was in the Summer 1^90, feized with violent COi» 

* lical Pains which he mitigaced by Glyftefs^ but could 

* not perteftly free himfelt of them. About Michaelmas 
^ 1691. his Pains being very violent, he was relieved by 
^ the fame Remedy; and by the pcrfuafion of a skilful 
^ Woman, he drank the Powder of Nertle-roots in 

* White Wine : After the hrft or fccond Dofe be dif- 
^ charged a great quantity of Urine, with a very fecu- 
'lent Sediment. About the beginning of November 1 691 . 
^ being Coftivej he eat Mallow roota and Corinths boil'd. 
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^ and miKed with Butter, fhis ufual Medicine to render 
^ bim Laxative, J In a little time after eating it, he- was 

* much diforderedj and complained of an Oppreliion by 
' Wind 5 at length the Wind fas he termed it) fettled at 
" the bottom ^ot his Belly, and in a very little time with 
' his Urine he emitted fome of the Herbs, with above 40 

Corinths : A few Days after he pifsMofffeveralParfley^ 
Leaves^ which he had a little before eaten. I was cal- 
^ led to him about the 1 2th of I^ovemkr, when his U- 
rine being (hewn me, I thought that part of his Excre* 
' ments had been evacuated that way, and that fome La- 
' tent Ulcer had made a PalTage through the Litejtimm 
^ Return into the Bladder, but found it otherwifej for 
^ there was no F^tor in the Urine, he had no Tenefmus, 
^ nor bloody/ nor purulent Dejections 5 but to fatisfy my 
^ felf further in this Particular, I ordered him a Glyfter 
® tinctured vfith Indigo, which he retained above half on 
' hour, but his Urine was not at all difcoloured with itc 

^ I prefcribed Pills of^ ^ two of which came off in his 

"^ Urine Navcmkr i3. in an oblong form, about the big- 
^ ne(s of the end of the firft Quill ia a Goofe's Wing. The 
^ Pills I have bv me, except the half of one, which I rubb'd 

* abroad with my Fingers. Some time after he pifs'd off 
' a pivce oi a Raifon. He lived 'till Midfummer 1692. 
^ in which time he ejeded at divers times parts of RootSj 

* and other things he eat. 

His ¥/j.fe refifted ail the Importunity that could be 
made to have his Body dilietted : So that a great Secret 
was buried with him- J. H. 

Dkmcrl/roeck^ Farfix, Tl Bartholine^ 0* Borkmuf^ N- 
Bleg?2y^ M-', Pecquet^ and others are of Opinion, that 
rhere IS a concealed Channel tor the Urine ro the Eaiul- 
gent^;, &'c. than thoie commonly flippofed^ and they 
cnmk It appears lb by divers Pha^nomena, Experiinents^ 
£iiays, ttit-yhave made, (thcngh like the Head ot 2V//tr

common Opinion are infuperable* Its certain rhe mat- 
ter <rf an Empye^m^ aiid the Corruptions in the Thorax 
in penetrating Wounds thereof, have been pifs'd off, and 
to that purpofe Diureticks are ufed in Volneraries, &C: 
See MdfighiHs^ JV.. Bkgny^ Serjeant Wifeman , &c. 
And I have known a large ripe Apoftumation in the 
Thigh fink fuddenly, and all the Matter coaie away by 
Ufine from a Woman. Mr. Lejfir hath the like Story 
in his Obfervations. See the VMof. Tr. No. 50- 

I had once a Boy of about 6 Years old, brought me^ 
that piffed off the moft part of his Urine from an Orifice 
in his NaveL I remember Blajins^ or VeJUngius^ relates 
the like, a^d accounts for it-
